Some moa ate bloasod by a fixity of 
their natal stars in tho firmftmont, 
■which by thoir EUjiposcd supernaiaual 
influence, make every action in each 
men*' lives, no matter how abdurd, reo 
douna to their glory and cdvantago. 
Tho power of theao "lucky stara," as 
thoy arc called, transnaatcs moiif'a 'ac- 
tiona Bnd words— as tho pbiloaopher's 
Btorie was said to act 11 baser malo- 
rial— into pure gold. ■ Thus it is, while 
this Wal influonco lasts, thut confoss^ 
ed idiots bocomo groat men, and their 
opinions aro 8ct up. in letters ot gold; 
bat-lot the shining orbs aliadod to bo 
oclipsed by some other huninary, and 
this whilom dieiy is cast from bis hif-h 
plaoeip|iiB5pio|6u8 so frequcutly repeat- 
ed as to bare become political " houso- 
hoid words," are "voted "bosh." and 
the new deity is' set up on the same 
pedestal '.to 'bobworehipped and onst 
down as bofojfO, unless bia star is 
"fixed" long enough to carry him 
through his " season. " We do not put 
forth.tbe above as a dcctrine, we only 
utiltee the popular fiction to donaon-, 
strate oaoro clearly the peoiiliar fortune 
that follows all men with greater or 
leSB continuity at intervals 'or through" 
out life. Wo do not pretend to augur 
for the now Governor a perfect elysium 
when he arrives out hero ; on Uio con- 
trary, wo suspect that bis wiil bo the 
very disagreeable task of clearing out 
tho A.agean Siablcs that have been al- 
lowed to accamulalo much that is 
noisome to tho public tasto and oxpon- 
Bivn to the honcBt;tnxpayer. Thoro is 
ono advantage which ho will have over 
gome of hia predecessors: ho will bo 
Ireo from tho regimer.t3 of parasites 
that formor G.wornors have been 
afflicted with, and from which the pub 
lio Treasury has sufforod so much. lie 
cannot |>e assailed with the imputation 
oi baviog old country prejudices, as ho 
ia iiimself a colonist, and will lean 
naturally to practical men in bis ap> 
pointinents. Hence we may look f'-r 
tbe,app.oiatmeDt of men who oan un>- 
der'stand our wants, and who, being 
content with comfortable Ctiionial life, 
will aeoept moderate remuneration for 
actaf I wptte; j .^n spe^^king so far, wo 
have bad n'o desire to reflect upon the 
present holders of ofljco ; there are, no 
doobt, gentlemen amongst our prcsonl 
ofiiqjala who aro not more than remuno'* 
rated for their excellent and valuable 
services, but there aro oLhors who can 
easily be dispensed with — thoro being 
absolutely nothing for them to d J, — 
and some whoso salaries arn allogoiher 
out of proportion to tho sci' vices ren- 
dered. There arc hero, by soino odd 
contingencies hitherto anoxplained, 
forma of procedure, bo'h Fiscal and 
Judicial, (hat havn long been absolete 
in tho old country; as if, by the tiaiia- 
ference of the old-faehioned machines 
to .this Colony the worlimanship bud 
an out-pf-date sbapo. it muy be that 
QK&h of the popvilar feeling exprossud 
against officialdom Arosej from tbi - 
cause; a defect, however, of the mo-t 
•erious character ; for awkward or i^;. 
noraot people may be improved or od- 
ooated ; but those whose habits have 
become a second natoreare past recall. 
Hence it may bo fidce!<sary far our new 
Governor to remove certain oi the 
gentlemen now holding Government 
appointments, aUliougli with muoh. re- 
gret ; Jor, while they honorably Qll the 
positions asaijriio J to ibem, to the best 
ol thoi'" abilities, they aro, from no fault 
of their own, wholly unfit for tho duties. 
Wo canuot irnugine a more uiiloruiualo 
place for an ollieial rotiiinini^ old-futihi 
ioned prejudices than liriiirili (Jo- 
lumbia> It is not tnoroly tliat iiow 
Colonioa require more prompiiiudo 
Id action, more boldness ol con- 
ception, and also, a greater hiirdiliood 
in facing huzardous ciiturpriHes, tluui 
would be deemed, ia England, quite con- 
sonant with discretion ; bat we are here 
in juxtaposition with the most go-iaxhead 
natioa in the world ; and although the 
ooDOclption an^ carrying out of the enter- 
prises Sunth of the fortyninth parallel, are 
not exactly models for'ns, still they arc 
material for people so locliaed by whicli 
to draw a oomparison in relation to the 
respective degrees of progress as effected 
by the goreroments of the tv(ro countries 
in qaestiou. In alladlng to the necessity 
for a more recent stylo of proccduro in 
our various branches of Kovernment, wo 
are very far from recommending any itn^ 
portation of forms or modes of action Irom 
oar neighbors and "eousins." We only 
require our machinery liled down and nl' 
tored to suit tho improvements and addi^ 
tions which modern seieaco'lias iijtroduo- 
od. Wo require a simpler form of gov- 
ernmeqt at a. smaller cost and fewer uQi'« 
cliUa."' r«ddtted oivll list will' plaoo 



meaiii in ithafiands of frovernmint or cr<»d- 
it. (whioh' is the same thing,) .'.to enter 
.afonjnny'pabllo entorprisp that may cons 
duce to the welfare of the people. The 
constant excuse put forward hitherto for 
the Don-performance of the moat deces- 
sary publio project has been the want of 
sufficient funds. This, if properly looked 
at, ia a very, lame excuse, as a govern- 
ment shonld never lack, funds for any 
public improvement thafwould bring pro^ 
fit to its traders and revenue to the pub= 
lie treasury, llonec it is, that we look 
for a real relief to tho Colony and the 
people by tho advent ol Governor Mus- 
grave, who is an experienced iinancier, 
and who, while there is an officer drawing 
a heavy salary for doing next to nothing, 
will not accept the ordinary excuses as 
reasons for deferring tho eonstruction of a 
road, or tho removal of some obstacle to 
traffic, that is imperatively demanded for 
tho public good. He will not admit that 
any ordinary official occupation shall 
stand in tho way of tho proper adminis- 
tration of Jastice, or tbot any section of 
the Colony remains cut off from the others 
so that it is fjeoessary to pass through an 
alien conntry to reach it.
